(Of North Carolina) 


The RICHMOND COUNTY HISTORICAL COLLECTION was organized for the pur- 
pose of collecting and preserving genealogical and historical information on 
Richmond County (North Carolina). And to exchange information with those 
doing Richmond County research. 


Currently the files contain something in excess of 200,000 entries, plus 
several thousand documents and, several thousand photographs of the area (old 
and current), these consisting of both people and places. 


WE ARE ATTEMPTING TO DO AT LEAST THE FOLLOWING: 


(1) Collect, catalogue and index as much information as we can on those who 
have lived in the Richmond County area, even when part of Bladen and 
Anson Counties. We are eager to know who they were, who they 
married, who their children were, where they lived in the county, 
what their occupation was, collect stories of family traditions, etc., 


(2) Collect copies of family histories. This is an important part of the col- 
lection. All information placed in this collection by others is en- 
tered under that person's name, to give proper credit. 


(3) Collect photographs of people, places and events. (Current photographs 
are certainly acceptable.) 


(4) Catalogue and index place names, such as: ferries, bridges, creeks, grist 
mills, names of early businesses, names of early roads, etc. 


(5) Collect: Old letters to or from residence of the county; collect old 
diaries and journals (originals or copies); old business account 
books, ledgers, etc.; old Richmond County newspapers (we have ap- 
proximately 2500 in the files now); obtain sketches and drawings of 
old homes and buildings, those still in existence, and especially 
those that no longer exist; copies of land deeds and plats, and col- 
lect virtually any other documentation on the county, places, and 
people. 


A cross index is maintained, listing names and addresses of researchers who 
contact us, and the surnames of interest. 


We are willing to share and exchange information with anyone doing Richmond 
County area historical and/or genealogical research.

This source cites DAR file which records that John Cole left 
Richmond County in 1776 (at age 47) and returned to PA where, on 
02/23/1776, he enlisted in PA Patriot regiment and served during 
the Rev War in that state, serving as Ensign, 2nd Lieutenant and 
lst lieutenant in 10th & 11th PA Regiments. 

RCHC_IS OF OPINION, BASED UP ALL INFORMATION AVAILABLE AT THIS 
TIME, THAT IT WAS NOT JOHN COLE [S-507] WHO SERVED DURING 
REVOLUTIONARY WAR IN PENNSYLVANIA. We have no opinion as to who 
that John Cole might have been. 

On 04/01/1785 a John Cole sold part of land on which Town of 
Rockingham was to be established. Likely not John Cole [S-507], 
even though some sources tend to indicate it was. 

Feb 1770 John Cole [S-507] sold tract land to John Covington, Jr.

Dear Mrs. Edwards: 


I have your very welcomed letter of a few days ago in response to 
a "Dead-End" query concerning JESSE COLE, that query appearing in 
Issue 19 of our publication, the RICHMOND COUNTY RECORD. 


Almost from the time John Cole, Jesse Cole's father, brought his 
young family into this portion of North Carolina the Cole family 
has held a well respected and prominent position here. It is 
interesting, therefore, that the family apparently lost contact 
with Jesse after he left and knew only that he moved to 
Mississippi. Your letter is the first we have had giving 
definitive information which verifies the "tradition" where he 
moved, and gives us any evidence where he and his family 
eventually settled. We greatly appreciate this information. 


I notice you also mention that in the 1820 Wayne County, 
Mississippi census Jesse is mentioned along with a Mark Cole and 
Samuel Cole. Perhaps Jesse had sons Mark and Samuel and it was 
they who were listed in the census.’ Yet, I cannot help wondering 
if Mark and Samuel were actually Jesse's two brothers who are 
known to have also moved to Mississippi, but afterwards the family 
back in Richmond County "lost" contact with them also. 


I am wondering if you -- or if you know of someone within the area 
who might, on a fee basis, be willing to spend a few hours 
researching these Cole families for us? Our interest would be 
limited to knowing dates of deaths for Jesse and wife May Long, 
and a listing of children of Jesse. We would also like similar 
information on Mark and Samuel. And, perhaps, copies of wills. 


The objective of the RICHMOND COUNTY HISTORICAL COLLECTION (the 
Society of Richmond County Descendants is the membership, lineage 
arm of the COLLECTION) is to attempt to development the historical 
and genealogical information on those who have lived in Richmond 
County, and to preserve this information for present and future 


researchers. In tracing those who left the county we have 
arbitrarily set a research cut-off limit not to exceed the first 
generation. In other words, using Jesse Cole as an example, we 


have interest in knowing what became of him and his wife, and a 
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listing of his children. Often this gives us the dates for the 
children, and who they married. 


If we come upon a descendant who has additional information we are 
certainly eager to add this to our files, but for research done by 
us, or funded by us, this first generation rule is usually our 
cut-off. 


I am enclosing a copy of our current file sheet on JOHN COLE [S- 
507] which I trust will be of service. This abstracts much of 
what we have in our files -- but reveals little concerning Jesse, 
Mark and Samuel. 


It is interesting that of John and Jane Bounds Cole’s nine sons 
only one remained in Richmond County. Three moved to Tennessee, 
four to Mississippi, and one (Samuel) moved "west," perhaps Texas 
-- but, if the 1820 census refers to him, then 5 of the sons moved 
into Mississippi. From the two daughters and one son left behind 
has come some of the more prominent families in our area. 


For your information I am also enclosing a "Fact Sheet" on the 
RICHMOND COUNTY HISTORICAL COLLECTION. This will a very general 
idea of the depth and scope of this project. 


You sent the name and address of Mr. Ben Strickland. Is he a 
local researcher, or is he someone connected with the genealogical 
section of the local library? 


Again, let me thank you for your very informative and welcomed 
letter, and for your consideration. Please be advised we are 
always to willing to be of assistance to others doing research 


within Richmond County, North Carolina, and to share our 
information.

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MARK AND HANNAH COLE OF NC AND MS 


Mark COLE, Sr ( c 1764 Bladen Co, NC - after 1827 Pike 
Co, MS) moved with his parents, James and Mary COLE, in an 
epic trip before the Rev. War from NC into Southwestern VA 
to the Holston River, then down the river system on 
flatboats to the Natchez District of British West Florida, 
arriving there in March 1772. He grew up in the Natchez 
District on Cole’s Creek and about 1788 md Hannah SPELL ( c 
1770 - ) prob. dau of John SPELL, another early 
settler on Cole’s Creek. 


Mark and Hannah (SPELL) COLE began their married life 
as Spanish citizens in the Natchez District of Spanish West 
Florida, England having ceded the whole of West Florida to 
Spain. They were transferred to U. S. sovereignty in 1797, 
and the name Charles Pinckney COLE commemorates that 
transfer, as Charles PINCKNEY negotiated the treaty. It was 
not until 1893 that the people in the Cole’s Creek area were 
able to declare their U. S. citizenship and begin to clear 
their land titles. Soon after, they began to move into 
lands ceded by the Choctaw Indians. Mark and Hannah moved 
into the newly available lands and lived for several years 
in Wilkinson and Amite counties, then moved over the Amite 
county line into Pike county. So far as is known, they both 
died in Pike Co. Which of their ch had families in Pike Co 
at that time is not known, as there was no 1830 Pike Co 
census (to survive). The last clear tax record for Mark 
Cole was 1827. All known records for Mark Cole follow: 


1772 In October, 1772, James COLE arrived in British West 
Florida with a wife and nine ch. One of these ch was 
Mark Cole, Sr. (British West Florida Land Petitions) 


1788 On 7 Aug 1788, Coles Creek, Natchez District, James Jr, 
(Mrs.) Mary, Mark, Solomon, and Stephen COLE were all 
on a list of those owing money to the Richard CARPENTER 
estate. 


1789 On 28 Jan 1789, at Fort Panmure, Natchez, Mark COLE 
declared he had “lost $232.00 on the King’s road," an 
obligation drawn in his favor by William IRWIN, for the 
Court. This was signed by William IRWIN and by Mark 
(X) COLE. 


1789 Mark COLE reported to the Spanish government that he 
raised 2500 pounds of tobacco. 


1789 On 14 Feb 1789 Mark COLE petitioned the Spanish 
government for land, Claim #1500. He received 187 
acres on Fairchild’s Creek, a branch of Cole’s Creek. 
He later sold this land to John SMITH. The transfer 
was signed by Mark (X) COLE and Hannah (X) COLE. 
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On 21 July 1791, Mark COLE of Coles Creek, Natchez 
District, signed as surety for John COURTNEY to buy a 
negro slave from Daniel CLARK for $560. 


Marcus COLA was on the Spanish Census for Villa Gayoso 
(the name for Coles Creek), Natchez District. 


Mark Cole on list of taxpayers in Miss Terr. 


On 12 Feb 1801, Mark COLE of Coles Creek, Pickering 
County, signed with John COLE and James COLE, Jr, their 
“right and claim to the late Stephen COLE." 


Mark COLE received land claim #1163 for 640 acres on 
the Amite River, Wilkinson Co, from Benjamin RITCHIE 
(on Beaver Creek). This land was sold to Richard 
CURTIS on 19 Mar 1804. 


On 26 Mar 1804, Mark COLE filed preemption land claim 
#1167 for 336 acres in section 26, TiN, R3E, between 
John FRANCIS and John COURTNEY. This tract was on 
Berry’s Creek, bounded by Beaver Swamp. John COURTNEY 
swore that Mark COLE began to get stuff for a house in 
Feb 1803, and moved his family there early in March, 
1803. His family consisted of a wife and six ch, and 
he made a crop of 2 or 3 acres the following season 
(1803), and he continued to cultivate it ever since. 
The claim was ordered surveyed 18 Feb 1806. (Vol 1, pp 
193-194, Amite or Wilkinson Co Land Records). 


Mark COLE was on the 1805 census for Wilkinson Co along 
with neighbors from Natchez District, John COURTNEY, 
Ezra COURTNEY, Thomas CURTIS, and William CURTIS. Mark 
COLE had 2 males over 21, one male under 21, 6 females, 
and 2 slaves. 


On 9 May 1806, Mark COLE was a charter member in the 
organizing of Ebenezer Baptist Church of Wilkinson 
(later Amite) Co. He may have been a deacon. Richard 
CURTIS was the organizer of Ebenezer Church, but soon 
after Ezra COURTNEY was ordained and called to be 
pastor of Ebenezer. On 5 July 1806, Mark COLE was sent 
to the conference at Cole’s Creek Church, the first 
meeting of the Mississippi Baptist churches. The 
delegates began to discuss forming an Association and 
met again in August 1806. 


On 31 Jan 1807, Mark COLE was appointed to go from 
Ebenezer to Cole’s Creek Church Conference to form an 
Association. 


On 4 June 1808, in the Ebenezer Conference, a motion 
passed to investigate Rev. Ezra COURTNEY of imprudent 
behavior toward E. SIMMONS, a young woman. On 2 July 
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1808, in the Ebenezer Conference, Rev. COURTNEY charged 


he was being injured by certain members from false 
accusation. The majority of the members voted he was 
not liable to crimination. On 6 Aug 1808, Mark COLE, 
John COURTNEY, Hannah COLE, and Laben BACON were 
suspended; and James MITCHELL was cleard by confession. 
On 31 Dec 1808, those under suspense were expelled from 
the church. Those expelled were probably right, 
because Rev. Ezra COURTNEY continued to have trouble 
with women in his churches. 


Amite Co, MS, on 15 June 1809, Mary COLE md Nathan 
PRESCOTT (p 16, Vol 1, Amite Co Marriage Records). 
Michael PRESCOTT was fellow bondsman with Nathan 
PRESCOTT. Mark and Hannah COLE gave free consent to 
the marriage. John BERRY performed the ceremony. 


Amite Co, MS, Mark COLE was head of hh with one male 
over 21, 1 male under 21, 1 female over 21, 4 females 
under 21, total 7. COURTNEY, CURTIS, AND CARTER 
families were nearby. 


Amite Co, MS. On 4 June 1811 Solomon COLE md Sarah 
ATTISON (p 76, Vol 1, Amite Co Marriage Records.) Mark 
COLE was fellow bondsman with Solomon COLE. E. 
COURTNEY performed the ceremony. 


Amite Co, MS. On 22 Oct 1812 William CARTER md Hannah 
COLE (p 137, Vol 1, Amite Co Marriage Records. ) 
Solomon COLE was fellow bondsman with William CARTER. 
E. COURTNEY performed the ceremony. 


Pike Co, MS, p » Mark COLE was head of hh with 1 
male over 21, 2 males under 21, 1 female over 21, and Z 
females under 21, total 6. 


On 17 Oct 1818, Mark COLE was delegate from Piercy’s 
Creek Church to the Association meeting held at New 
Providence Church, Amite Co, MS. 


Pike Co, MS, p » Mark COLE was head of hh with 1 male 
under 10, 1 male 10 to 16, 1 male over 45, 1 female 
between 10 and 16, 1 female 16 to 26, and 1 female over 
45, total of 6. These correspond to John F., Mark Jr, 
Mark Sr, Saludia, Susanna, and Hannah. 


From 14-17 Oct 1820, Mark Cole was a delegate from 
Pierce’s Church to the Miss. Baptist Ass’n held at Zion 
Hill Church, Amite Co, MS. 


Pike Co, MS, Mark COLE was listed on the Pike Co tax 
roll with 80 acres of land, 48 cents tax, no poll tax 
(meaning he was over 50 years old). 
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1827 Pike Co, MS, Mark COLE was listed on the tax roll with 
80 acres of land 2.3 quality, value $200, Terry’s 
Creek, land tax 50 cents, no poll tax. 


1829 On 11 Dec 1829 in Amite Co, MS, John COLE md Lucy 
CRITTENDEN (p 300, Vol 2, Amite Co Marriage Records. ) 
G. C. BRANDON was fellow bondsman with John COLE. 


The probable ch of Mark and Hannah COLE follow: 


1. Solomon ( c 1790 Coles Creek, Natchez District, Spanish 
West Florida - ) on 4 Jan 1811 in Amite Co, MS, md 
Sarah ADDISON, dau of - This family is not 
identified on MS census indexes. There were two War of 1812 
service records for Solomon COLE in LA, which suggests he 
may have moved to LA. 


2. Mary ( c 1790 Coles Creek, Natchez District, Spanish 
West Florida - )} on 6 Aug 1809 in Amite Co, MS, md 
Nathan PRESCOTT. They were probably in Pike Co in 1816 and 
1820. By 1830, they were in Copiah Co. They showed a 
family of 5 ch in 1820 and 12 in 1830. (There is a problem 
with a family tradition that Richard STORY also md a Mary 
COLE, who is recalled as "Polly," but recorded on the census 
as Mary. She was recalled as “Aunt Polly" by descendants of 
John F. COLE, and could have been a sister to Lucy 
CRITTENDEN, wife of John F. COLE. There is another 
possibility that this Mary COLE was a ward of Mark and 
Hannah, perhaps a niece.) 


3. Hannah ( c 1794 Coles Creek, Natchez District, Spanish 
West Florida —- ) on 22 (ct 1812 in Amite Co md 
William CARTER. One Lt William CARTER served in the War of 
1812, then a William CARTER lived in Pike Co in 1816 and 
1820. In 1840 sa—Smith-@o, William CARTER was adjacent to 
Hiram MILLER in Smith Co. There were apparently several 
children in this family.

4. Saludia ( c 1797 Coles Creek, Natchez District - not 
found 1850) never md.

In 
1840, there were several STRICKLAND families in Pike Co, 
including Robert STRICKLAND, Jr; Meredith; William; and 
Jeremiah. ( Bonny Cole believed STRICKLAND descendants 
lived near Magnolia, MS). 


?? “Polly” (or Mary) (1807 MS - 1860/1870 MS) md Richard 
STORY (1797 GA - after 1870) and lived in Pike, Covington, 
and Smith counties. Richard STORY was a miller by trade. 
He may have been son of Richard or Edward STORY, both of 
whom were issued passports from Warren Co, GA, to Natchez, 
Miss Terr, on 25 Nov 1803. Richard and Polly had John L.;3 
dau Epsey; Charles W.; Elizabeth; Mary Jane; Saphronia; 
James E.; Martha P.; and possibly Joseph. In 1850, Richard 
STORY was next to Hiram MILLER and near to Mark COLE in 
Smith Co, while Mary was with the ch in a separate household 
a few miles away in Covington Co. They were together in 
1860. In both 1850 and 1860, the wife was recorded as Mary. 
Richard STORY clearly was allied with other descendants of 
Mark COLE, Sr, but the relationship is not at all clear. 
There were not likely two ch named Mary. It is conceivable 
that Richard STORY md a widow of Nathan PRESCOTT, pr that he

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CHAPTER XIII 
FAMILY OF SUSANNAH COLE 


Susannah Cole's birth date of 16 Oct 1802 in Missis= 
sippi automatically fixes her family to the Cole families 
of Natchez District. The location in the 1820 Pike County 
census of Mark Cole and Brice Miller, and with other Miller 
families nearby, each with dependents of the ages of Su- 
sannah and Hiram, makes it seem most plausible that Susannah 
was the daughter of Mark Cole, Sr. Hough family tradition 
has always recognized a kinship with the Pine Grove descend 
ants of Mark Cole,. Jr. and the Ellen Sullivan descendants of 
John F. Cole. These Coles are believed to be the two males 
shown with Mark Cole, Sr. of Pike County in the 1820 census. 


Bonnie Cole, descendant of Mark Cole,. Sr., has developed 
most of the history of Mark Cole, Sr. She lists several 
other children of Mark Cole. One (unconfirmed), married to 
Richard Story, possibly named Polly, lived in Smith County 
near Susannah,. John F.,. and Mark, Jr. Richard Story was on 
the 1831 Pike County tax Tist. Polly and Richard may have 
died in Smith County. 


Mark Cole, Sre had numerous other children. Those 
recorded as probable by Bonnie Cole included Charles Cole, 
Mrs. John Carter, Mrs. Kathan Prescnat, Mrs. Robert Strick= 
Tand, and Saludia., Saludia never married and she is prob- 
ably the one listed in 1820 with John F., Mark, Jr., and 
Susannah in Pike County... There may have been a Lucy and 
another daughter who married William Thompson. 


In Amite County Marriage Records, a Hannah Cole married 
a William Carter on 22 Oct 1812. This could have been the 
Carter married by Mark Cole's daughter rather than John 
Carter. Two William Carters were on thePike County tax 
list for 1831. Or the name could have been John William 
Carter, etc. A William Carter lived near Hiram Miller in 
1840, listed as 50 -60 with a wife 40-50, Also a younger 
couple, Isaac Carter, was nearby. Also in Amite County 
Marriage Records, Book I, page 6, Mary Cole, daughter of 
Mark and Hannah Cole, married Nathan Prescoat (or Prescott) 
in June 1809. 


There is no information on the descendants of Charles 
Cole. William may have been the name of an older son, also 
not presently located. A William Cole in 1830 was in Wil- 
kinson County. John Carter may have lived near McComb. He 
was on the Pike County tax list for 1831. Robert Strick- 
land may have. lived near Magnolia. He was on the Pike 
County tax List for 1831. More is known about two of 
Susannah (Cole) Miller's brothers and possibly one of her 
sisters who lived near her in Smith County. 
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Mark Cole, Ur., was near from 1849 to 1860, after 
which he moved to Lincoln or Pike Counties. He hed 8 children 
in 1850, Two of his sons married Keyes girls and settied in 
Smith County. One, Washington Cole, was killed in the Civil 
War anc his son elso died. The other, John F. Cole. reered 
a larye family in the Shady Grove and Pine Grove comminities 
ot mith end Simpson Counties.

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FE abe 
f Bey. a 
CHAPTER XV 
COLE FAMILY BACKGROUND 


The Cole’ family, from which Mark Cole came, dpvakenuis 
livea first in PA. Sons then migrated west and south up 
the fnenandoah Valley. In. 1746 James Cole received a 400 
acre land grant on the upper Roanoke River near present 
towr of Amsterdam. He sold this land and apparently moved 
dowrriver into what was then Lanenburg but later Bedford 
and Pittsylvania counties. Mark, John, and Stephen Cole 
wer2 in the same. area. The James Cole who migrated by flat- 
bor.t to Natchez is believed to have been a son of one of 
._ these four Cole men. James Cole did have a son James who 
lived near him in Lanenburg County, but the evidence is not 
conclusive that this was the James Cole whe left for Natchez. 
‘amily tradition suggests that James Cole and the migrating 
jroup of families were of loyalist sympathies. 


The hypothesis can be made that the senior loyalist 
Cole was James and that he left the colonies early during 
the Revolutionary War and that the Coles which received land 
later were he and his sons, or his relatives, who opposed 
the Revolution. James Cole died in 1794 leaving wife Mary 
in the Natchez District and his sons or relatives James, 
Stephen, Mark, Solomon, and William gradually spread through 
the area. 


James Cole received a British grant to land in the 
Natchez District for 412-1/2 and 137~1/2 acres on 29 Mar 1778. 
This was probably the same Cole's Creek lands for which 
games Cole received a Spanish grant for 800 acres on 8 Apr 
1789. Cole's Creek lies north and east of Natchez and drains 
what is now Adams County. Miss. This is the oldest Cole 
land grant, It suggests that the original Cole was James, 
or that there was more than one Cole movement to Cole's Creek. 
The date of the British land grant was during the middle of 
the Revolutionary War, which is somewhat different from the 
Cole family tradition. Stephen Cole patented 306 acres of 
land on Cole's Creek from the Spanish 8 Mar 1792. Later, 
‘James Cole, dr. settled in 1811 on Placquemine brule, 
Opelousas Parish, IA. 


The story of the Natchez trip has been told and retold 
but it is one of the picneer epics which bears repeating. 
This record is taken from Bonnie Cole's beok. 


Merk Cole, Sr., our forefather (son of James Cole, Sr.), 
moved by flatboat or raft, about 20 feet by 30 feet, with 
small house on the end of the raft. Their route was by foot 
and horseback across land to the Holston River in the north- 
eastern part of what is now Tennessee where they made their 
raft and other final preparations. To continue their voyage 
they came.down the Holston River to enter the Tennessee 
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after about 1807. Previously it was referred to as "The 
Church of Jesus Christ at Cole's Creek” and “Baptist Church 
on Cole's Creek” and "Cole's Creek Meeting House” and “Ccle's 
Creek Church’. This church is recorded in Mississippi Bap- 
tist History as being the first Baptist Church in Missis- 
sippi, October 1791. A branch of this fixat chyrch, “Arm of 
Cole's Creek on Buffaloe", was organized Uctober 1798 and 

two years. later moved to a point four miles Southwest of 
Woodville and constituted as Bethel Baptist Church, second 
Baptist Church in Mississippi. 


July 21, 1791 Mark Cole surety for John Courtney to 
buy a Negro 20 to 25 years old for $560. In 1798-99 the 
following took the cath of allegiance to the United States 
in the Natchez District when rule passed from Spain to the 
U.S.: Mark, Stephen, Solomon, William, and James Cole. These 
were probably the male adults who had survived the oe from 
the seaboard colonies. 


In 1803 Mark Cole, Sr. settled in Mississippi Terri- 
tory, Wilkinson County, Amite County Records, Liberty, 
Mississippi. Land Claim Number 1163 filed by Mark Cole, 
(Sr.} purchasing in the fall of 1803 some 640 acres sit- 
uated on Amite River in Wilkinson County from Benjamin 
Ritchie but in January 1804 sold it to Richard Graves. 


Land Claim Number 1167 filed by Mark Cole (Sr.) for 
256 acres pre-emption with John Courtney as witness that he 
began to get material for @ house in February 1803 and moved 
his femily there in early part of March. His family at this 
time consisted of a wife and six children. He made a crop 
on 2 or 3 acres the following season and continued to 
inhabit and cultivate it. (Amite Records Vol. I, PP 193-194). 
He is also listed as a Pioneer Settler of Amite County. 
This land was found to be listed as 356 acres in some 
places; however, he received title for 336 acres in December 
1866. Mark Cole land was in Section 26. Township 1 north, 
Range 3 east, with John Francis in Seetion 27 yoining on 
one side, and John Courtney in Section 30 on another side, 
owned 666 acres. This land was in Beaver Creek Swamp on 
Terry's Creek and Mark Cole's land later is said to have.

The Amite County MS Census in 1805 showed a Mark Cole 
with two white males over 21, one white male under 21, and 
six females of all ages, a total ef nine whites and two 
slaves, a grand total of 11 people.

On 15 Dec 1606, Mark Cole was given title to 335 acres 
of land on Beaver Creek by the Miss. Terr. Land Commission. 
He was the oviginal settler. The Miss. Terr. Land Commission 
awarded the Fairchilid's Creek land he had frem the Spanish 
to John Smith on 16 Feb 1807. . 


In 1807, the US Land Commission confirmed land grants 
for James (Cole's Creek and Natchez). Mark (Beaver Creek), 
Mathew (Buffalo Creek), John (Cole's Creek), Mary (Cole's 
Creek), Solomon (Cole's Creek), and William (Homochitto 
River). Stephen Coie's land on Cole's Creek went to William 
Thomas. Cole's Creek drains Jefferson County, MS. {In 
1808, in Jefferson County. Miss. Terr.. Susannah Cole married 
Prosper King.) Homochitto River is between Adams and Wil- 
kinson County. 


In 1867 William Cole had 160 acres on the Big Black. 
In 1808 William Cole bought land in LA between the Pearl and 
Mississippi Rivers (then West Florida}. By 1813 he had 
settled additional land there in St. Tammany's Parish. This 
William Cole apparently left the Miss. Terr. quite early. 
William-had been om the Homochitto in L794. 


In 1811 Scliomen Cole had 640 acres on the Placquemirie 
brule, Opelousas Parish, LA. Solomon had been on Cole's 
Creek in 1794. 


Of the five Coles who took the oath of allegiance in 
1798, only Mark seems to have stayed in Mississippi. Stephen 
Coie died in 1798 put had a son named John. The William 
Thomas who got Stephen Cole's land xn 1507 was probably the 
William Thomas who was an original member of the first 
Baptist Church in the Natchez area. By 1810 the original 
Coles had grown children who began to spread out in all 
directions, Mark moved South and East. His grown sons 
probably married in Amite County and went their own way. 


William Anslem Cole listed several other people about 
1940 as possible relatives from the Cole or Curtis families. 
Charlie Curtis, a minister, lived five miles east of Liberty, 
MS, The Normans lived five miles east of Summit. The 
Laban Cole familv lived near Cisby tsland, Sallonia, CA. 


January 31, 1807, Mark Cole was again appointed to go 
from Ebenezer to Cole's Creek Church Conference to form an 
association. Richard Curtis, dr. did organize Ebenezer 
but soon after Ezra Courtney wee ordained as pastor of 
Ebenezer. dune 4, 1808, Saturday, in the Ebenezer Confer- 
ence, motion and second was made to investigate Rev. Ezra 
Courtney cf amprudent behavicr toward EF. Simmons, a young 
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women, July 2, 1808, Saturday, Ebenezer Conference, Rev. Ezra 
Courtney charged he was being injured by certain members from accu-= 
sation. Majority of the members voted he was not liable to crinm- 
ination. August 6, 1808, Saturday, Ebenezer Conference, James 
Mitchell cleared by confession; John Courtney, Mark Cole, Hannah 
Cole, and Laben Bacon were laid under suspense. December 31, 1808, 
Saturday, those under suspense were excluded from the Ebenezer 
Churche Rev. Ezra Courtney continued to have trouble with both 
ladies and churches. Mark Cole may have been right but he was ex= 
pelled, regardless. 


- 1810 Census of Amite County, MS., listed Mark Cole with one 
white male over 21, one white male under 21, one white female over 
21, four white females under 21, with a total of seven whites in 
family. You may notice that he lost one male and one female and 
two slaves between 1805 and 1810 census. 1816 Pike County Census, 
MS., Mark Cole was listed with one white male over 21: two white 
males under 213 one white female over 21: two white females under 
21. with a total of six whites, no slaves listed. a” 


October 17, 1818, Mark Cole was a delegate from the Piercy's 
(Pierce) Creek Church to the Association meeting held at New 
Providence Church, Amite County, MS. October 14-17. 1820. Mark 
Cole was @ delegate from Pierce's Creek Church to the Mississippi 
Baptist Association held at Zion Hill Church, Amite County, MS. 


1820 Census Pike County, MS., Mark Cole is listed with one male 
under 10: one male between 10 and 16: one male over 45: one female 
between 10 and 16: one female between 16 and 26: one female over 
45: with a total of six whites. 1825 Mark Cole listed on the Pike 
County Tax Roll -.80 acres land, tax 48¢, no poll tax meaning he 
was over 50 years old. In 1828 Mark Cole listed on Pike County 
Tax Roll with 80 acres of land, 2.3 Suality, valued $200, Terry's 
Creek, no poll tax, land tax 50¢. 


1829 Mark Cole is listed on the Pike County Tax Roll with 80 acres 
land, 2.3 quality, no poll tax, 50 cents land tax and looked like 
was Tangipahoa Territory but spelled Taunchipaho. No poll tax list- 
ed indicates Mark Cole, Sr. was still living. This is the last 
definite entry on Mark Cole. The last possible entry was in the 
1840 census when a man over 90 lived with John F. Cole in Covington 
County. Mark Cole lived an eventful life in times of great upheaval. 
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MCTHER OF SUSANNAH COLE 

Susannah’s mother was named Hannah or Saludia, The use of 
H annah in both John Fi "s and Sugannah’s families suggests 
thet Hannah was the more likely. She was over 45 in 1820census 
in pike County. She wes possibly a Spell. Courtney, Carter, 
or Curtis, The facts about each family will be given. 
Some futuré researchers: may br able to determine which 
was corrett. Mark Cole could have had two wives in 
his lifetime. 

From Nancy (Kgves:) Kennedy has come the beliefthat 

t he mother of her grandmother Susannah (Cole) Miller was a 
Spell. This has always been accepted in the Hough family 
because this was the only tradition they knew. If Nancy 
(Keyes) Kennedy were confused, the Spell relationship¢ could 
have been on her father’s side of the family(Keyes); H owever 
she was not usually mistaken in what she told. It is 


possible the Spell relationship was a generation off, 


Benajah Spell was gtant ed/ an original settler of land on 
es Creek. Francis Baldridge, in 1806, was given title to 
6@0 acres originally settled by Benajah Spell.Benajah Spell 
had gone on to La. Where he had land in Opelousas? Parish. 


Susannah Spell was granted t'itle by the Spanish to 105 
units of land on St. .Catherine’s Creek on 28 Jan, 1789. 
/ Thomas Foster received title to part of this land in 18,Jan. 
1805, St. Catherine’s Creek runs south of Natchez but its 
drainage area borders that of the South Fork of Cole’s Creek, 


The Spell rel ationship is pwobable because of the small 
size of the Cole’s Creek community; however the generation 
in which it occured may be hard to deter mine . Some Spell 
families in 1860 lived in the same community with Hiram Miller. 
These could have been distant relatives. Spell descendants 
live today in the same area, 


Mrs, Zouis /'S. Green, Prentiss,Miss. believes that Mark 
Cole’s Sr.’s wife was a daughter of Richard Curtis. Jr. named 
Hannah Curtis. William Cole, Sr. thought she was asister of 
Richard Curtis Jr. and that Richard’ Curtis Jr”s wife was a 
Cole, She could also have been a daughter of John and Hannah 
(Céut#t (Curtis) Courtney, or possibly a sister of John 
Courtney, Richard Curtis JR. may have married another sister

Mark, Jesse, Thomas, Samuel, & Henry are very poplar names in the Cole 
family and have been for several generations. My Coles came to Texas 

from Brandon, Mississippi. Prior to that - Huntsville, Alabama and before 
that - Spartanburg, South Carolina. Before that I think they came from 
Wake Co, N.C. = this last one (Wake) I have not proven. This is just a 
guess. 


My Strickland's came from Bertie Co., N.C. (Edgecomb). Before that from 
Long Island, N.Y. and prior to that from Massachusetts. John Strickland 
(from Mass.) was born in Scotland (Sizergh Castle). He escaped Oliver 
Cromwell, who was going to behead him and fled first to Ireland where he 
met Katie Campbell and then to America. She folloeed on a later ship and 
they were married in Dedham, Mass. (supposedly). I have not been able to 
finé what new world town they were wed. They came to America in 1629 and 
later moved to Huntington, L.I. where they are buried.

Dear Mrs. Edwards: 


I have your very welcomed letter of a few days ago in response to 
a “Dead-End" query concerning JESSE COLE, that query appearing in 
Issue 19 of our publication, the RICHMOND COUNTY RECORD. 


Almost from the time John Cole, Jesse Cole's father, brought his 
young family into this portion of North Carolina the Cole family 
has held a well respected and prominent position here. It is 
interesting, therefore, that the family apparently lost contact 
with Jesse after he left and knew only that he moved to 
Mississippi. Your letter is the first we have had giving 
definitive information which verifies the "tradition" where he 
moved, and gives us any evidence where he and his family 
eventually settled. We greatly appreciate this information. 


I notice you also mention that in the 1820 Wayne County, 
Mississippi census Jesse is mentioned along with a Mark Cole and 
Samuel Cole. Perhaps Jesse had sons Mark and Samuel and it was 
they who were listed in the census. Yet, I cannot help wondering 
if Mark and Samuel were actually Jesse’s two brothers who are 
known to have also moved to Mississippi, but afterwards the family 
back in Richmond County "lost" contact with them also. 


I am wondering if you -- or if you know of someone within the area 
who might, on a fee basis, be willing to spend a few hours 
researching these Cole families for us? Our interest would be 
limited to knowing dates of deaths for Jesse and wife May Long, 
and a listing of children of Jesse. We would also like similar 
information on Mark and Samuel. And, perhaps, copies of wills. 


The objective of the RICHMOND COUNTY HISTORICAL COLLECTION (the 
Society of Richmond County Descendants is the membership, lineage 
arm of the COLLECTION) is to attempt to development the historical 
and genealogical information on those who have lived in Richmond 
County, and to preserve this information for present and future 


researchers. In tracing those who left the county we have 
arbitrarily set a research cut-off limit not to exceed the first 
generation. In other words, using Jesse Cole as an example, we 


have interest in knowing what became of him and his wife, and a 
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listing of his children. Often this gives us the dates for the 
children, and who they married. 


If we come upon a descendant who has additional information we are 
certainly eager to add this to our files, but for research done by 
us, or funded by us, this first generation rule is usually our 
cut-off. 


I am enclosing a copy of our current file sheet on JOHN COLE [S- 
507] which I trust will be of service. This abstracts much of 
what we have in our files -- but reveals little concerning Jesse, 
Mark and Samuel. 


It is interesting that of John and Jane Bounds Cole’s nine sons 
only one remained in Richmond County. Three moved to Tennessee, 
four to Mississippi, and one (Samuel) moved "west," perhaps Texas 
-- but, if the 1820 census refers to him, then 5 of the sons moved 
into Mississippi. From the two daughters and one son left behind 
has come some of the more prominent families in our area. 


For your information I am also enclosing a "Fact Sheet" on the 
RICHMOND COUNTY HISTORICAL COLLECTION. This will a very general 
idea of the depth and scope of this project. 


You sent the name and address of Mr. Ben Strickland. Is he a 
local researcher, or is he someone connected with the genealogical 
section of the local library? 


Again, let me thank you for your very informative and welcomed 
letter, and for your consideration. Please be advised we are 
always to willing to be of assistance to others doing research 


within Richmond County, North Carolina, and to share our 
information.

Iddo not know if I 
will be of much help to you or note I have not been able to learn 


all that I need to on the Coles. 


The COLE's who came to Mississippi early in 1807 and 1810 received 
Georgia Passports and were John and Mark Cole 1<5—1807 and Peter He 
and Jesse Cole 62601810. They were from Richmond County, NeCe 
which was made from Anson Countye These people show up on the Wayne 
County, MS tax rolls from 1811 on and some of their descendants are 
still there. Mark Cole apparently is the father and the others are 
his sons. A Samuel Cole appears in 1814, apparently becoming 21 that 
years é 


I believe that these Coles are related to the Wake County Coles because 
the one that I am primarily interested in is Patsy Cole who married John 
Strickland in Wake County, M.oCe in March 30, 1618. Then in Richmond 
County, Ne Ce Will book 1, page 197 is the following: Frances Cole 
sick, March 30, 1818, son John, John Strickland and wife, Patsy; Henry 
Watkins and wife Rachel, my darling beloved daughters and sons-in- 

law, I have already given them what I allowed them. No probate. 

Jesse Cole was the bondsman when Patsy Cole married John Stéickland 

and I believe that he was the husband of Frances, but have no proof. 


Another Wake County marriage that interests me is Clary Strickland 
and Mark Cole 1-26-1814.

Dear Mr. Strickland: 


Thank you for your letter of recent date and the kind remarks contained 
therein. I find your letter most interesting, for you see Norman and I 
did not know that we had an ancestor in common at the time of our mar- 
riage in 1944. Both of our parents (my father and his father lived about 
15 miles apart when they were growing up --- in Jefferson Co., Miss.) 
Even though they were from the same general area, they did not know each 
other and both of our fathers died comparatively early in life. 


The interesting thing is the connection of the Gillis family and the 
Stampley family --- thru a COLE line that we have never been able to 
straighten out or verify. 


Norman was descended from a JANE COLE.1line. (Jane Cole was born about 

1796. Married James Mayers who was born 1791 in NC and later moved to 
Wayne Co., Miss.) James Mayers and Jane (Cole) Mayers had a daughter, Mary, 
born 1823 in Wayne Co. and later married George Everitt. (Norman's 

mother was an EVERITT descended from this line.) 


I am descended from a MARY COLE line who married JACOB STAMPLEY. (This 
Mary Cole was the daughter of James Cole & Mary Cole. 


For years we have been trying to trace this James Cole of Natchez before 
he arrived there. His wife's name was Mary but beyond this we have learned 
nothing of her. We have not seen an official record of the marriage of 
MARY COLE & JACOB STAMPLEY but it was during the Spanish dominion before 
1798; however, it has been found in numerous STAMPLEY Bibles. 

(To further confuse the issue, another Stampley -- John -- married a 
Martha Curtis. As you probably know, Mark Cole married a Martha Curtis.) 


As I stated, we have tried for years to straighten this out. Norman al- 
ways believe that Mark Cole and Jane Cole were related. We have never 
been able to prove it. 


I would be interested to know the progress you make in your COLE/ 
STRICKLAND research.

Cole attempted to retire 
last year following Regions 
Bank’s purchase of Union 
Planters. Instead, she found 
herself starting a new bank 
at the request of her son, 
Hoppy, who followed his 
mother’s career path into 
banking. 

In turn, it was the son who 
led his mother in 1989, after 
her 32 years service with 
M&M Bank, to become senior 
vice president and then presi- 
dent of Sunburst Bank in 
Pascagoula. At that time, he 


was president of Sunburst 
Bank in Laurel. After six 
months under Cole’s leader- 


’ ship, the Pascagoula bank 


was prospering. 

When Union Planters 
bought Sunburst in 1994, 
Cole was named president of 
the Pascagoula and Moss 
Point operations, a position 
she held until 2004 when she 
accepted the challenge of 
starting a new bank in her 
community. 

A recent promotional 
advertisement described 
Cole: “In times of calm and in 
times of crisis, Ellen Cole has 
been a steady presence on the 
Gulf Coast. From financing 
that dream home to rebuild- 
ing from a disaster, Ellen has 
been the one Jackson County 
residents have turned to for 
49 years.” , 

But her employees at The 
First Bank will tell anyone 
that when it comes to their* . 
boss, the rhetoric is not hype 
but the absolute truth. 

Her senior vice president, 
Kevin Miller, praised his 
boss. 

“She allows us to do our job 
and backs us up in our deci- 
sions. If we ask for some- 
thing, she will move heaven 
and earth to see that we get 
what we need to do our job,” 
Miller said. 

Assistant vice president 
Marla Purdy has worked . 
with Cole for more than 15 
years. “She let’s you do your 
work and empowers you. She 
is a go-getter. If I tried as 
hard as I could, I could never 
work as hard as she does,” 
Purdy said. ; 

But Cole gives her staff all 
the credit. 

“The key to my success is 
that I have surrounded 
myself with good people. 
There are more than 200 
years of experience under 
this roof at The First Bank. I 
have a great staff,” she said. 

She cites as another factor 
in her success the legacy of a 
strong work ethic left her by 
her mother, Shirley Northrop, 
who was widowed at the age 
of 32 and left with four chil- 
dren. 

“Her example led me to 
where I am,” she said. 

Cole’s mother came to 
Pascagoula in 1954 from 
Gulfport to manage Rosen- 
blum’s, a women’s clothing 
store on the corner of Delmas 
Avenue and Canty Street in 
downtown Pascagoula. “My 
mom focused on what she 
could do for the company and 
not vice versa,” she said. “She

Cole recalls making a loan 
to a woman who wanted to 
start her own business in the 
1960s. “No one else would 
lend her money because she 
was a woman,” she said, “and 
it was a small loan of $3,000. 
We made that loan and that 
business still exists today and 
has prospered and expanded. 
That woman never forgot it. 
That is what I am talking 
about. We have to be flexible 
and helpful.” 

What does the future hold 
for Cole? 

“T have no plans to retire. 
As long as I am having a good 
time, I will continue. Eventu- 
ally I might consider working 
part-time.” 

Whenever Cole decides to 
leave the world of banking, 
most agree she has widened 
the trail blazed by Tess John- 
son and Anais Penola and 
made it easier for younger 
women tc pursue their 
dreams and contribute to 
community..

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Cole named to head Rebuild J Jackson County

PASCAGOULA — The widow of 
Paseagoula’s former mayor is helping 
to rebuild their community. 

“Jackson County is home,” said 
Cherie Cole, whose late husband, 
Joe Cole, was mayor for almost eight 
years. “We're all hit. We’re all hurt. It 
didn’t draw a line.” 

Cole, 57, was named executive: 
director of Rebuild Jackson County 
Wednesday. 

“You know good and well Joe Cole 
would have been involved,” she said. 
The former mayor died in July, fol- 
lowing complications from a heart 
attack. a 

Cole will oversee operations of 
Rebuild Jackson County, a private 
and collaborative effort comprised of 
private citizens, non-profit organi- 
zations, faith-based groups, local 
business and government leaders, 
which will assist members of the

community to rebuild their lives. 
Funds will be funneled through 
the Bacot/McCarty Foundation, an 
established non-profit agency. 
Rebuild Jackson County was estab- 
lished days after the storm to provide 


relief specifically for Mississippians 
from Jackson County and surround- 
ing areas impacted by Hurricane 
Katrina. 

Merchants & Marine Bank will 
serve as trustees of the fund and the 
allocation of the fund will be deter- 
mined by the commission. 

Funding is coming from some gen- 
erous locations. 

National Football League corner- 
back Terrell Buckley, Buffalo Bills 
quarterback Shane Matthews and 3 
Doors Down have committed to help. 

And Douglas County, Colo., the 
fifth wealthiest county in the United 
States, has joined in the quest to 
raise money to rebuild a stronger 
Jackson County. 

That Colorado county, which 
formed “Douglas County Cares,” 
hopes to raise more than $1 million 
for relief efforts, and is organizing 
a Katrina relief event Sept. 23 at 
their county fair grounds.
